We should like to ilireut tlio sitlpu- 
tioii of tlio nutliorities at Ottawa to tlio 
importance of giving out railway work 
in the Provinco in accordauco witii n, 
plan, thab -n^ill insaro the speedy com- 
pletion of the road from Emery's Bar 
to Kamloops. It is all-important tliat 
the line, to confer the greatest amount 
of good on the greatest number, sliould 
be built rapidly. The work is divided 
into four sections. One tender may bo 
accepted for the 125 miles, or the four 
sections may be let separately. In 
either case wo venture to suggest that 
it should be stipulated that work .should 
begin on each section simultaneously, 
or within a spocifiod and not re- 
mote period. For instance, a contrac- 
tor for the entire work might commence 
with the first section, from Emery's 
Bar to Boston Bar, and spend two or 
three years on that portion before com- 
mencing with tlio other sections. It is 
of vital importance to the country at 
large that the interior shoukUbo placed 
in a position to supply the road parties 
with farm products. Meat on four legs 
will freight itself to a market; but 
flour, or wheat, or the hundred and one 
other articles of farm growth which the 
prrtios will stand in need of mu.st be 
convoyed to them by some means less 
expensive than the present mode. They 
cannot bo freighted by wagon from the 
interior and compete with foreign 
produce. They can gain an outlet 
only through the rapid construction of 
the railway from Kamloops to Eraerv'.s 
Bar. 



LOUBTS DISfELhED. 

There are doubting Thomases in 
the present day who express a 
■s£ant of confidence in the hona fula 
of the Dominion Government with 
respect to railway work. They ground 
their disbelief on the statement that it 
will be impossible for tenders to bo 
prepared and sent in by the 17 th of 
November. But they forgci, if thuv 
were ever aware of the fact, tliac the 
necessary information, prepared by the 
railway engineers, has lain at Ottawa 
since the Spring of 1878; tliat the 
representatives of two firms of contrac- 
tors have been over the sections pro- 
posed to be let; and that as lute as tlie 
13th of February last two tenders were 
received by the Ottawa Government 
for construction. There need be no 
delay on the score of not being ready. 
I£ there is any postponement it will 
arise from a different cause entirely. 



THE OUTGO. 



Unintentionally we stated yesterday 
that §25,000,000 had been sent out of 
the country since 1858 to purchase in 
Oregon and California the wherewithal 
to feed British Columbians. "Wo in- 
tended to .set the amount at S'20,000,- 
000, which is probably under the mark, 
but sufficiently largo to cause the 
public to stand aghast at contemplation 
of the array of figures. The number of 
idle bands that would have found work, 
and the number of empty stomachs that 
would have been filled by the home 
production of these imported products 
we leave statisticians and political 
economists to figure out. Wc merely 
mention the bald fact which can be veri- 
fied at the Custom-house by any cu- 
rious person. The country is to be con 
gratulated upon the early prospect that 
awaits it of finding a market for its 
agricultural wealth.

At the late dinner at the IMansion 
House, London, the Prime Minster 
was as well got up as ever. Not a 
single crease in his well-fitting coat 
nor an inch too much in his well -cut 
waist-coat. The remains of his once 
flowing hair were all gathered in close 
proximity, making a last gallant stand 
against the inroads of time, like the 
Zulus against the troops of Great Brit- 
ain. The Park Lane exquisite has be- 
come the dining room oracle Light- 
ness and elegance have given place to 
solidity and responsibility, but self- 
consciousneas still remains, and his 
lordship's valet must have quite as 
much trouble and bo made to spend 
quite as much time over his master's 
toilet now as in the days when "Dis- 
raeli the younger" was considered the 
glass of fashion and the mould of form. 

Cotton growing is assuming large di- 
mensions in the Central Asiatic pro- 
vinces of Ru.ssia, reaching yearly at 
present more than 50,000,000 kilo 
grammes, which is partly utilized in 
local industries and partly finds its 
way to Russia, which again returns a 
considerable proportion in the shape of 
cotton fabrics. As the northern 
boundary of the cotton zone in Turkes- 
tan, the valley of the river Arys is 
usually taken; but also in the region 
around Tashkent a considerable quan- 
tity of cotton is grown, which ripens 
about October. In these regions the 
American cotton also flourishes; yet 
in spite of repeated attempts to intro- 
duce its culture, it has made but little 
headway. Still better than the cotton 
of Taskkent and Kojend is the Bok- 
harian cotton, which iiy careful atten- 
tion to the plantations is said to ap- 
proach the American kinds in quality. 
The largest crops of cotton are ob- 
tained in Khiva, the smallest in the 
northern- citie8^;o£- the Turkestan re- 
gion.

LUM SnT& LOO'S MARRIAGE. 



The Rich Young Ohiaaman "WTio "Wc -a 
a Ncvirark dixl's Seart. 

, Lum Sing Loo, a young Chinaman, 
said to he wealthy, married a few days 
ago in Newark, N. J., Miss Alice 
Dodd, an An'orican girl, eighteen years 
old. A Jlcthodist Episcopal clergy- 
man officiated. Lum Sing Loo is 
about twenty-seven years of age. He 
was born in Canton, China, where hi.s 
father, a merchant, Jiolds an influential 
position under the Chinese Govern- 
ment. When ho was fifteen years old 
Lum Sing Loo emigrated to California. 
Ho settled in San Francisco, where liis 
two uncles. Chock Fan Loo and Choo 
Yan Loo, wore in business. He at- 
tended a j)ublic school for two years, 
in order to loaru to read and write and 
speak the iMigliah language Then ho 
became a clerk in a Chinese drug storo, 
and after he learned the business he 
returned to China. His father gave 
him a largo sum of money. After a 
brief slay in Canton hn returned to 
San Francisco and opened a drugstore. 
His venture was successful. In two 
years ho became a member of the firm 
of Hop Lee & Co., druggists, in Du- 
pont street, and also of the firm of 
Hung Woo Seng it Co., wholesale tea 
merchants, in Jackson street. Eigh- 
teen months ago ho rented the old 
Druminond property in Houston street, 
Newark, and converted it into a 
Chinese drug manufactory, the only 
establishment of the kind oast of Cali- 
fornia. Ho built a high board fence 
about the entire property, so as to keep 
out curious people. A score of his 
almond-eyed countrymen, all of whom 
wear blue cotton blouses auil wooden 
shoes, are employed in the ostabliRh- 
ment preparing tlrugs for shipment to 
China. Ihnse men seldom venture 
out of the inclosed grounds, but Lum 
Sing Loo frequently visits this city to 
purchase herbs. His uncle and part- 
ner. Chock Fan Loo, a very tall and 
swarthy man, who superintended the 
drug factory, returned to San Fran- 
cisco three months ago. He was 
angry, it is said, because his nephew 
was too fond of the "Melican galloe.' 

Lum Sing Loo wears his hair cut 
.^liort, and he p.",troni20s a fnslnnnnt.le 
Newark tailor. Ho is slender and not 
above five feet five inches in height. 
He has pleasant features, and intelli- 
gence and good nature sparkle in his 
bright black eyes. Soon after he open- 
ed his factory he permitted several 
parties of young ladies to inspect his 
parlor and other rooms ; but he would 
not allow anybody to enter the manu- 
factory. He gave tea parties to a few 
female Christian acquaintances. Among 
his visitors was Miss Alice Dodd whose 
widowed mother lives in East Kinney 
street, and she captured his susceptible 
heart on sight. Lum Sing Loo's at- 
tentions to iMiss Dodd soon became so 
marked that the gossips began to com- 
ment upon it. Instead of eating with 
his workmen, he thereafter took his 
meals at Miss Dodd's home. He made 
her presents of costly jewelry, and 
bought her a gold watch and chain last 
C^hribitnias. Diamonds always sparkle 
in Lum Sing Loo's shirt bosom, and ho 
carries a gold-tipfied ebony cane. A 
few weeks ago he rented a three-story 
residence at No. 2G1 Lafayette street, 
which he furnished richly, and then 
he told some of his female acquaint- 
ances that he was tu be married. His 
associates are principally .-Vmericans 
and he seldom mingles with his country- 
men in Newark. 

"i\Lr. Loo is a real nice little man," 
said a young lady who was seated in 
bay-window of a French-roof cottage 
in Lafayette street, Newark yesterday, 
to a reporter of the Sim, "and all of 
us girls down here had set our caps for 
him. Wc liked his tea parties and his 
presents, but wo liked his company the 
best. He's got lots of money and he 
used to spend it on the girls, too. Ain't 
it too bad that Alice Dodd cut u.s all 
out? He used to escort us to the 
Methodist chapel in Houston street, 
treat to ico cream and soda, and \\w 
pretty English is just too sweet for 
anything." 

Mrs. Loo is about the medium height. 
Her black hair yesterday was wound 
in a large coil on the back of her head, 
where it was fastened with gold-licad- 
ed pins and comb. Her features are 
regular and her oycs large and dark 
blue. She said to the reporter : " We 
kept the engagement quiet because we 
didn't want everybody taking about it. 
Loo's people were pleased when they 
heard he was to marry me Pie fitted 
the house up elegantly, and he was so 
considerate for my religion that lie did 
not hang any Chinese pictures or char- 
acters in any of the rooms. A week 
ago last Thursday we were married by 
tlie Rev. Mr. Van Duyne, a Methodist 
Epi.scoi)al Minister, who preaches in 
the Houston-street Chapel. We were 
married at his house in Eighth avenue, 
and my mother and sister-in-law were 
the witnesses." 

ilrs. Loo's wedding present from her 
husband was a set of gold jewelry, with 
pearl ornaments. As the reporter was 
saying good-bye, she remarked : "Some 
of the girls who laugh at me and alTcct 
to ridicule my marriage to Loo may 
get a worse husband. He never swears, 
does not drink strong litjuors nor gam- 
ble, and is never cross. — New York 
Sun.

Ottawa, Out., Oct. 7. 
The Govennnent to-ilay ailvertisc for 
tenders for the conatriiction of 125 miles 
of raihvay from Yalo to Kaiiiloop.s in Brit- 
ish Columbia, to bo receivetl up to Nov- 
ember 17tli. This settles tho nwestlon as 
to tho terminus of tha Canada Pacific 
Railway and the'routo so far as British 
Columbia is eonocrned. 'i'hu section for 
wliich teiulors aio called is part of tho 
Burrard Inlet route. It was ready fen- 
tenders months ago ; but ponding results 
of tlio furUier explorations in tho Peace 
and Pino Rivor region to the north, no- 
thing was done. This now lino will be 
oxpen.sive, "but it will open up a very lino 
region.

John Myer.s, charged with having in 
his possession certain articles of jewelry 
stolen from Slyer Kautfman, tlio property 
of a hotel at Taconia, W. T. 

The prisoner asked that tho hearing of 
tho case might bo put oti' for at least a 
day, . He had had no opijortuuity of obtain- 
ing counsel to defend him. 

The Superintendent of Police stated 
that the prisoner Jiad been iiotitied yes- 
terday morning that this charge would bo 
brought against him. He had sent to two 
difl'erent lawyers to defend him, but they 
had both refused to attend because no 
fundsvwero forthcoming. Tlie Superin- 
tendent of Police did not believe, even if 
the case were postponed for a week, tho 
prisoner would luivo any better defence 
than he had now. 

His Honor said he could not compel 
counsel to attend. 

Tho prisoner said that it was ])rotty 
hard. As yet he had had no show at all. He 
had firat been arrested as a' suspicious 
character and on that charge ho had been 
acquitted. Then he was charged nearly 
two months' since with stealing these 
articles of jewelry and tlien with being 
in possession of them knowing them to 
liavo been stoleji. Ho had been hold in 
jail ever since under the extradition 
treaty. He was tjuite willing to be tried 
in Wtisliington Territory where he knew 
he could prove hi;; inuocjiioe, as his wit- 
nesses were there. The first intim:ition 
ho had that he was to bo cliargod with 
this oHence was given to him last night. 

The Superintendent of Police said the 
prisoner was told yesterday morning 
that he would bo bvouglit up again. 

Tho prisoner said it was not so. Tlie 
Superintendent had only told him he v.as 
liable to be brought up again. 

His Honor said he was compelled to go 
on with tlie case, no matter liow unwill- 
ingly. The Governuients of Canada and 
the United States had come to the con- 
clusion that tho i)ri.soner could not be ex- 
tradited and consciiueiitly he would have 
to bo tried here. 

The prisoner again applied for a remand. 
He said he saw three gentlemen against 
him who were well posted in law and 
ho wanted to have a chance to get coun- 
sel. As yet he had had no kind of a fair 

BllUV. 

Mr. Pooley, who aiipearod for the |>ro- 
aecution, said it would be most incon- 
venient to detain the prosecuting witness, 
'Mr. KaufFnmn, Miio belonged to Tacoma 
and had to leavo by tho steamer Isabel 
to-morrow morning. 

Tho prisoner remarked that it was 
scarcely just to send him to prison to suit 
tho convenience of the prosecutor. 

His Honor directed that tlie information 
bo read and stated that he would put tho 
same questions to the witnesses as were 
put by the counsel who appeared for the 
prisoner on the occa.'iioii of the former 
trial. 

Sorgt. Bloomfield then testified to 
tho truth of his information and deposed 
to arresting tho prisoner on August 22iid 
in a store on Government street and find- 
ing some of the stolen artiples in his pos- 
session. 

Myor Kauirman, tho prosecutor, re- 
iterated the evidence given by him in the 
lust trial as to the manner in which his 
house was entered and described the 
jewelry stolen from a trunk in his bed- 
room. 

At this stage of tho proceedings the 
prisoner was remanded for one week. 

John Hughes, alias James Welch, 
alleged to bo a confederate of the prisoner 
in the last case was then charged with be- 
ing_itt posBOssioii of stolen property. 

He also was remanded for a week and 
the Court adjourned.

The Esquimalt Oofferda>m. 

A number of citizens visited Esquimalt 
yesterday afternoon to inspect tho macliiu' 
ery at work pumpiaig put^tJief; aitarof"'>the 
graving dock enclosed ty tho'cofferdarn. 
Amongst those present wo noticed Hon. 
A. Bunster, M.P., Hon. A. DeCosmos, 
M. P. , Hon. T. B. Humphreys, Provincial 
Secretary, Hon. Robt. Beavcn, JNIinister 
of Finance, Sir. F. Williams, Speaker of 
the Local House, Messrs . Drummond, W. 
Wilson, 0. G«aiaghor^M.PiP.'s, Coun- 
cillor McLean, Dr. J. B. Matthews, C. S. 
Strouss, Esq., and a numerous party 
of ladies. Tho visitors wore receiv- 
ed by W. Bennett, Esq., C..E., ropresen- 
tativo of tho Government engineers, 
Messrs. Kinipplo & Morris, and wore con- 
ducted by him over the works, Mr. Ben- 
nett kindly explaining tho various opera- 
tions of tho machinery and giving other 
valuable information of a general charac- 
ter ill connection with the coflV)rdain. 
Jlaiiy of tho visitor.s expected to lind the 
space oiiclosetl by tho coflordam free of 
water and a multitude of fish struggling 
in the mud for existence; but they were 
informed that tho pmnping operations 
would not be completed for about 24 
liotiri. Tho contract for tlic coft'ordam 
was let to T\[essrs. Reed Bros. & Co. , of 
London, England, in March 187G, their 
representative hero being C. E. Dawson, 
Esq., C.E. Work was commenced on tho 
structure in September of the same year 
and although it has boon somewhat tar- 
dily conducted it is, on the whole, a credit 
to all parties interested. 

Tlie coHerdam is situated at Thetis 
Cove, a bay or iulot in tlie Southern part 
of Esquimalt harbor. The cove is admir- 
ably adapted by iuituro for graving dock 
purposes and has a width of about 450 ft. 
Tho tidal waters are shut out by three 
rows of piles, tlie two front ones being 7 
ft. in. apart with clay puddle between 
them, the inner, or buttress row, being 10ft. 
ill. behind the main dam, bolteil up and 
strutted to the same. Filling has been 
deposited between the main dani and but- 
tress row to give weight and stability to 
tho structure, Tho pump was started on 
the Ist inst. at 2 j). m. and operations 
were continued, almost without inter- 
mission, until Saturdaj- evening last. 
Work was then suspended until 7 a.m. 
on Monday, when pumping was resumed. 
Tho machinery is erected on a covered 
structure which stands on piles about tho 
centreof thocove and just behind tho coffer- 
dam. Tho puinp is lOi in. in diameter 
with a 2A ft. stroke and discharges 700 
gallon.s of water per minute into tho har- 
bor. The uiachiuery was manufactured 
by the celebra.tcd firm, Jas. Watt & Son, 
of Birmingham and Loudon, England. 
Tho dock, when conqileted, will bo able 
to receive a vessel or ateamship 40O foot 
in length drawing 20 ft. C in. Yesterday 
afternoon the depth of water outside the 
cofferdam was about two inches above 
ordinary high tide mark, the pressure 
then being equivalent to a 14 ft. 
9 in. head of water. Tho coffer- 
dam, nevertheless, showed no signs 
of leakage. Mr. Goo. Baker has recent- 
ly acted as foreman of tho works and Mr. 

Muir as engineer of the pumping ma- 
chinery, under tho direction of the Resi- 
dent Engineer. After the cofl'erdaiii had 
been thoroughly inspected the visitors 
proceeded to the buildings in which are 
stored the valuable machinery for the dry- 
dock itself. Tiiere Mr. Bennett showed 
the monster pumps which cost, laid down 
here-. ^oO, 000. Wlion erected they will 
be ciQiable of onqitj-ing the dock in about 
(') hours and will discharge 10,000 gallons 
of water [ler minute, whilst tho engine is 
working 20 strokes. Tho machinery pre- 
vious to aliiiiniont from England was 
erected at Messrs. Watt it Son's foundry 
and inspected by the Society of Jlochani- 
cal Engineers, who were then holding 
their annual meeting at Birmingham. It 
was adjudged by tho Society to be an ex- 
cellent piece of workmanship, a verdict 
which tlie working of tho small portion 
of the machinery now erected at Esqui- 
malt amply corroborates. In order to 
coi!q)letc tho coli'erdam there will be de- 
posited throe feet more puddle between 
the outer and inner rows of piles. Every- 
thing will then be in readiness for the 
commencement of tho main work — the 
Esquimalt graving dock, tenders for which 
are returnable on the 2'7th Dec. next.

Har1:or Improvements. 

The extensive improvements to the 
dredger have been completed and alio may 
now bo said to be new from the water 
line up. Her machinery has been placed 
in a thorough state of repair by Mr. G. 
F. Grant, engineer, and slio is now in 
perfect working order. The length of 
the ladders carrying tho buckets has been 
increased six feet and tho number of buc- 
kets, which when she was last at work 
was 27 on each laiUler, is now 31. She 
is fitted with a low pressure engine of 100 
horse power, having a cylinder 30 inches 
in diameter and side levers. When work- 
ed at hor full capacity tho tlredgor will be 
able to raise about 775 tons in a. working 
day of 8 hours' duration. All tho ma- 
chinery is newly roofed over and yesterday 
afternoon at 10 minutes post 2 o'clock it 
was tested by Mr. Robt. Dexter, under 
whose immediate superintendence tho re- 
pairs have been effected. Everything was 
found to work satisfactorily, notwithstand- 
ing that the improvements to tho machin- 
ery have been of a somewhat comidicatod 
nature. Immediately steam was turned 
on the buckets eommenced to climb tho 
ladders, and after passing tho sliutos do- 
scondud into tho water and cut into the 
bottom of James Bay, bringing up big alii* 
of mud in which wore numerous speci- 
mens of shell fish and vegetable deposits. 
As tho buckets gradually crept up the 
ladders the water contained in them was 
pressed out thro'ugh holes by tho weight 
of the mud and external pressure. At 
last when they reached tho top of the 
ladders their contents wore dumped into 
sliutes which shot the mud into punta ly- 
ing on either side. These punts when full 
are towed outside by the steamer Goorgie 
and the dredgings are dumped in from 25 
to 30 fathoms of water. The operations 
of the dredger for the present will be di- 
rected to the removal of a portion of the 
spit remaining in mid-channel at tlic 
mouth of the harbor. Tho work, when 
couqileted, will create a chiuuiol which 
will admit a vessel drawing 24 ft. of water, 
whereas at present the hoiivicst laden 
vessel entering the port has not dmwn 
more than 18 feet. The improvement in 
this respect will therefore bo very import- 
ant to the comnierco of tho port. The 
dredger is fitted with two return flue boil- 
ers 9 feet in diameter and 15 feet long, 
and her engines are parti culiirly adapted 
for furnishing steuni at a very low con- 
sumption of coal. Tho resumption of 
harbor improvements, whicli wore relin- 
quished ill Febru.icj', 1876, will afford 
employment to at least a dozen hands.

THE ENGLISH AND SCOTCH HAR- 
VEST. 

LoNDO.v, Oct. 7. — The Mark Lane 
Express say.s that bad weather lia.s con- 
tinued with but brief intervals of sun- 
shine in tho middle counties. The rain- 
fall has beon o.vcossivc and harvesting 
is cari-ied on in a very desultory man- 
ner. Much of the com in other parts 
of the kingdom remains unstacked, 
Tlie greater part of tho wheat and bar- 
ley recently cut is in such a damp state 
that sprouting or heading in the .stack 
will inevitably ensue. The cutting and 
carrying proceed very slowly in the 
North, and the want of dry weathef i» 
much felt. In Scotland fanners have 
also suffered further less owing to the 
m-evalenco of gales which have .shaken 
out much standing barley. But oat- 
fields withstood the action of tho wind 
to a great extent, as the grain is yet 
unripe. Root crops and pastares have 
improved a little as a rule, Ireland 
has been more favored, and Avitli the 
e.Kception of a .stoppage for a few day.s, 
owingto heavy rains, Imrvest operations 
have boon carried on briskly. In South 
England many fields arc now cleared ; 
but tlio result.s upon threshing are 
most disappointing as to condition, 
quantity and yield. Judging from a 
few samples hitherto shown wheat is 
light, damp and sprouted.
